WASHINGTON, April 4.—-Depart- 
mental extravagance, particularly 
in the output of publicity, has re- 
ceived another wallop in the adop- 
tion of two severe measures at- 
tached by the Senate as riders io 
the legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill. 

Senator Smoot of Utah: who 
leading the warfare on ern- 
mental waste, is the author of the 
two riders. One o them would 

place Kill tighter restrictions on 
government press agent activities. It 
would forbid not only the publica 
tion of al, governmental journals 
and magazines, but also would stop 
mimeograph “handouts,” which 
have been iss ed in such abundance 
by variéus departments in recent 
years, without specific authorization 
of the joint Congressional commit- 
tee on printing. 

Armed with such authority, the joint 
printing committee is of the opinion 
that it not only can save much 
valuable print paper at a time when 
it is extremely scarce; but that it 
can also cur‘ail the waste of thou- 
sands of dollars of expenditures on 
sdministration press agents sal- 
ariee 

e other rider transfers to the 
jurisdiction of Congress the bureau 
of efficiency which heretofore has 
heen a part of the executive branch 
of the government.

LAME FOR HIGH COST OF LIVING. 
Republican members of the House of 
Representatives are taking pointed excep- 
ton to the attempt of Atty.Gen. Palmer and 
Other administration Democrats with ex- 
pectations to place the blame for the high 
cost of living on Congress. They say that 
it is an impossible for Congross, merely by 
pass ing laws, to reduce or regulate the cost

Congressman Fess is known as one of 
the hardest-working members in the pres- 
ent House. He has taken committee work 
Seriously and has devoted his whole time to 
studying the economic questions coming be- 
fore Congress. In a recent address he

Tak- 
ing up the work of the Federal administra- 


» Hon for the last two years he showed, step 
“by step, how the high cost of living fol- 


lawed the government attempts to regulate 
and operate private.industries. He gave 
Statistical reference for every assertion, 
and his conclusions are a terrific arraign- 


ment of administrative waste, demagosgic 
utterance and crass inefficiency. He gave 
the following analysis for the causes of the 
high cost of living: 

It is to be deplored that false hopes 
are crested by the assumption from 
high authority that the high-cost level 
is a matter cf legislation, and if it is 
nét lowered Congress is at fault. This 
political play was overworked bv the 
Department of Justice, which published 
fits success in lowering the cost while 

the price current was steadily rising. 
The high level of cost is due to lack 
of legislation. It is due to a policy of 
inaction of the executive devartment 
on the one hand and the methods of 
business on, the other. In the building 
of the war machine the goverument ba- 
came the responsible builder. It scoured 
the country for labor, the wages of 
which constitute at 1 80 per cent. 
of the cost of any article, taking both 
skilled and unskilled in aviation fields, 
cantonments, shipyards. munition plants, 
and all industries doing war work. It 
thus became the major employer of la- 

bor. It dealt in borrowed money: It 
never asked the cost. It simply ordered 
the work. It took at least six distinct 
steps, each one of which pushed higher 
the cost level: 


Sunda | 
(4.) Increased number of workers to 
the piece 


(5.) Entered upon housing of labor 
(6:) Paid | from out- 
lying districts to the center. 


‘Congressman Fess said the result of the 
government jump in wages was that “every 
industry not engaged in war work was com- 


. pelled to Meet the government in compe- 


tition for labor, hence the government wage 
Scale became the scale of all Industries 
and the added cost was passed on to the 
public. These items alone would more than 
double the cost of work. This was not Con- 
gress, but the executive departments.” 

In addition to the six steps above enumer- 
ated the goyernment adopted the cost - plus 
contract, which was a signal for a new 
and still higher schedule. Discussing this 
form of contract, Congressman Fess said: | 

No man will ever know how much 
this vielous contract added to the cost 
of production. Then Congress assisted 
in adopting the Democratic excess-vrof- 
its tax, which virtually said, “Profiteer
